borers on the grounds. 


Armed Force Guatds Estate. 

To preserve order on the estate the ordi- 
mary force of four private watchmen has 
been increased to eighteen, armed with re- 
peating rifies and revolvers and complement- 


ed by five savage Great Dane dess Then 


there are three deputy sheriffs in comman 
of Under Sheriff Nossiter of Westchester 
county, and six of the most trusted opera- 
tives of a private detective agency in com- 
mand of Detective A. J. Boyd. 

John D. Rockefeller Jr. goes nowhere about 
the estate unless accompanied by guards, 
and Briggs, who bears the reputation of be- 
ing a severe, if just, taskmaster, feels that 
he has been especially marked by the crim- 
ina) clique. Two detectives are with him 
wherever he goes and his home is guarded 
night and day by armed negroes. 


Letter Comes from Italy. 

Some of the letters have come by mall 
One was mailed from Palermo, Italy, where 
Detective Petrosino of the New York City

‘Hand cliquesin America, 


Tt demanded blackmail! in the sum of many 
million doliare and ordered Rockefeller to 
open correspondence immediately through a 
named channel. 

The letter, as fave been all the others, 
was written in Italian with a typewriter. It 
gave the multimillionaire until Sept. 12 in 
which either to accede to or refuse the de- 
mands. Refusal, the misstve declared, might 
mean that the society would determine upon 
his murder, or at least the devastation of 
his new $2,000,000 mansion by dynamite. 

Following this letter came a bombardment 
of threats, and while as already stated some 
of them came through the mail, those that 
came otherwise caused the greatest alarm. 

The reason for alarm in regard to these let- 
ters was the mysterious fashion they have 
found their way within the estate at night, 
the bearers making their way past the guards 
and leaving the letters on the doorsteps of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr.“s house and that 
of Supt. Briggs. 


Rockefeller Away from Estate. 
John D. Rockefeller himself is not at Po- 
cantico Hills and has been there for only a 
few days ata time this summer. He is in his 
old country home in Ohio, which his wife 
much prefers. The reason has been that he 
ordered another story placed upon his Tar- 
rytown mansion, and that work has been in 
progress all summer. It is now nearing 
completion. But it is doubtful if the present 
bombardment of threats continues whether 
he will attempt to come to Pocantico for his 
usual autumn season of golfing. 

No one connected with the Rockefeller es- 
tate will admit that conditions are as de- 
scribed by the local paper, declaring that 
the trouble is all among the laborers.

CANAL TOLL act 


Official Announcement That 
British Government Will 
Demand Arbitration. 


\ 


UNITED STATES REFUSE? 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—It is officially an- 
neuncea -that the British government WI! 
make a formal demand upon the United 
States government for arbitration of its 
claim that the Panama canal toll act, as 
passed recently by congress, violates the 
Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

Nothing definite is known beyond the brie: 
officiai announcement that the formal de- 
mand for arbitration will be made, but 
it i believed that instructions already are 
en route to the British embassy at Wash- 
ingten concerning the situation. 

The British demand will be mace under the 
arbifration convention of 1908. Great 
Brita:n’s contention will be that the question 
at issue does not affect the vital interests. 
indej«er.dence, or honor of the United States. 
and that therefore it is clearly within the 
scope of t!.e 1908 convention, since the matter 
to be urbitrated is not an act of congress, bu: 
an interpretation of article three of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty. 


U. S. EXPECTED TO REFUSE. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 2—When in- 
formed tonight of the announcement that the 
Pritish government Would make forma! de- 
mand upon the United States for arbitration 
of the dispute over the Panama canal tolls. 
Huntington Wilson, the acting secretary of 
state, said he had no comment to make. 

That such a demand would formally ds 
made had been expected in the state depart- 
ment ever since the second note from the 
British government on. the subject. 

From the attitude of this government thus 
far with relation to the dispute, the opinion 
bere ia general that the United States will not 
yield to the demand for arbitration of its 
right to relieve its coastwise shipping from 
tolis in the Panama canal without a pro- 
longed diplomatic struggle. In some quar- 
ters the opinion is maintained that the de- 
mand will be flatly declined. 


President Taft Surprised. 

Beverly, Mase., Sept. 2.—The announcement 
that Great Britain will appeal to The Hague 
tribunal to settle its claim of violation of 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty by the Panama 
canal act came as a surprise to President 
Taft. 

The president had no Official word from the 
state department and did not expect to con- 
sider the case until he reaches Washington 
Wednesday. 

It was said that a decision might not be 
reached until the return of Secretary of State 
Knox, who is now on his way to Japan. Mr. 
Knox is due back in this country early in 
October. ; 

Friends of the president realize that Great 
Britain’s action places him in a delicate 
position, As the foremost advocate of uni- 
versal arbitration and arbitration of eyery 
subject, he is called upon to submit to The 
Hague a case that involves something in 
which every Americas feels himself vitally 
interested. 3

Thethermometer dropped 
twelve degrees, from 86 to 74. Lightning set 
fire to buildings in a dozen parts of the city. 
Water flooded the basements of hotels, fac- 
tories, business houses, and halted traffic in 


Lightning Strikes Many Places. 

One young woman was seriously injured by 
lightning as she sat playing the piano in an 
effort to divert her mother’s attention from 
the thunder and the flashes. The Chicago

When the storm center passed the city 
nearly every engine avaflable had been sent 
out. The operators began to fear there 
would be no engines ready for the fires stil) 
to come, But as the storm passed the calis 
ceased and the department did not fall te 
send an engine to a reported fire.

Vetcan, Dies in Broo gyn.

FRIEND OF HENRY GEORGE. 


Woundéd Twice; Was in Government 
Survey and Newspaper Work. 


New York, Sept. 2.—[Special.]—Maj. Alfred 
R. Calhoun. a civil war veteran and one of 
those who helped cig the Libby prison tunnel 
and escaped through it, died late yesterday 


in his 68th year at his home in Brooklyn 


after a four months’ iliness following an 
Operation Maj. Calhoun was born in.Ken- 
tucky and received his education in England 
and at Heidelberg. At the beginning of the 
war he joined a Kentucky union regiment 
and served throughout the struggle. Dur- 
ing the conflict he received two serious 
wounds, one of which resulted in his losing 


a leg. Alter the war Maj. Calhoun Was em- 


ployed in the government surveys of the 
west.. After this he was engaged in news- 
paper work in Philadelphia. Columbus, Ga. 
NewYork, and Boston. He Was one of the 
collaborators in the war play, “The Color 
Guard.“ which contained the songs, March- 
ing Through Georgia and Tramp, Tramp, 
Tramp.” He was a close personal friend of 
Henry George and was active in the original 
Henry George movement. 


Editor of Judge Is Dead. 

New York, Sept. 2.—Cariton T. Garretson, 
editor of Judge, died here today at the home 
of his sister, Mrs. J. 8. Finch, as the result 
of injuries received when he was thrown 
from his horse ‘on May 10.

HE tales of Dickens are so blended with 
our chfldhood and youth that when we 
read them anew or see them transferred 
to the stage we are not onlookers at the 
life they present, but participants in it. 
And so we are not fastidious. When Mr. Lack- 
aye as Fagin passes his hat around for thrills 
we willingly bestow them; and whén Mr. Breese 
as the primordial Sikes roars, “ Curse you, girl! 
Have a care! we-disdain to realize that it is an 
overdrawn and preposterous piece of mid-Vic- 
torlan melodrama, but we hiss and applaud, 
and shed without a pang from our critical con- 
lences. 
ehe floral Miss Marie Doro, more flowerlike 
than ever, coos and snuggles and struts as the 
timorous Oliver, and so fearful are we of being 
impious—for it is an impiety to suspect any- 
thing Dickensian—that we throb in childlike 
sympathy. No one, I think, need be afraid 
of partaking in sacrilege by attending Mr. 
Tyler's revival of “Oliver Twist“ at the Illi- 
nois. At least it is as faithful to life as 
Dickens 1s, if not as faithful to Dickens him- 
self. Mr. Lackaye’s green lights and sibilance 
and all the other broad things have their ex, 
cuses in the pages of “Oliver Twist.” wat 
whole theater under* one hat—tragic, comic, 
heroie—and capitally done, such as it 18.“ Not 
fine, but effective and, to the nonsuperstitious, 
just as effective in the play as in the book. 

For instance, one recalls the scene of the 
murder of Nancy, with Fagin lurking vividly 
in Bill's room, listening to the thud of Bill's 
club and the death cries of Nancy. There 
are candles and gloom and shadows and the 
prehistoric trick of the exit through the door 
with the lurid light poised on the evil face, 
and then the slow curtain, and ensuing tableau. 
Artistie corned beef and cabbage! And no less 
caviar than is warranted by the descriptions 
of the novelist.

Mr. Lackaye did not quite make good his 
promise of the litigious days of last week to 
be letter perfect in case the chancery judge 
permitted him to play Sunday night in 
“Oliver Twist.“ He was uncertain as to 
lines at least ten times in the first and sec- 
ond acts, and was not quite sure of his text 
in the early part of the third.

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Economical Housekeeping. 
| Custards. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


HE custard is a confection, sweet, flavor- 
ous, and melting. Well made, it is. never 
insipid like some of its relatives. It is 
easy to make and attractive to the eye. 
It ig easy to digest, and has high food 
yalue. The most disordered digestion can usu- 
ally care of it, and, for those who cannot 
eat anything containing the yolk of egg, there 
is the custard made with only the whites. 

Almost anything containing egg must be 
cooked at rather a low temperature, and great 
care must be taken in cooking the custard to 
keep it from wheying. It must not only be 
cooked carefully, but it must be taken from the 
oven the moment it is done. It is not strictly 
necessary to scald the milk in making a cus- 
tard, but most people do so. People formerly 
thought it necessary to use a large number of 
eggs for custards, from six to a dozen to 4 
quart of milk, but there are few cooks now 
who ute even a half a dozen to this quantity of 
liquid, 


„ 


Angel Food Custard.— Four egg whites, four 
dessert spoons of powdered sugar, two cups and 
a half of rich ‘milk, scalded, or one-half milk 
and one-half cream may be used; one good tea- 
spoon of vanilla or, for a change, one-half a 
teaspoon of almond extract. Do not beat the 
eggs, but stir them with the sugar. Add the 
vanilla, and pour over all the scalded ‘milk. 
Strain through a fine strainer into well but- 
tered cups. 

Cup Custard.—Scald a pint of milk and let it 
cool. Beat two eggs slightly and add to the 
milk with four tablespoons of sugar. Flavor 
with a little grated nutmeg and with a few 
drops of vanilla, if extra flavoring is desired. 
Pour into buttered cups, place in a pan of hot 
water, and bake until a straw or teaspoon han- 
dle comes out without any custard clinging to 
it. Serve cold.

Caramel Custard.— The ordinary amount of 
sugar to a given quantity of milk is melted into 
a sirup of a light brown color and then mixed 
with the milk in making a caramel custard. Or 
it may be poured into the cup or dish first, and 
then the custard may be added.

Indian Star Breaks Record of 
Sheridan in All Round 
Championship. 


WINS 7 OF 10 EVENTS. 


Jumps 6 Feet 1½ Inches in High 
Jump, ‘Setting New Mark; 
John Bredemus, Second. 


New York, Sept. 2.—Ageinst adverse 
weather conditions on a wet track and fle'd 
“ Jim Thorpe, the Carlisle Indian who holes 
the Olympic decathion and pentathlon rec- 
ords, won the all around amateur athletic 
championship of America at Celtic park to- 
day. 

He was first in seven of the ten events 
which make up the trying contest, and 
finished second to John Bredemus of Prince- 
ton in the other three—the pole vault, one- 
balf mile walk, and sixteen pound hammer 
throw. 

Thorpe's total, 7,476 points, is a new record 
for this competition, beating the previous 


record of Martin Sheridan, made three years age. 
by 91 points. Bredemus was second with 6,3 3, 
and B. Brodd, Irish A. A. C., the only other coa- 
testant, scored 3,885 points. 

In the running high jump Thorpe cleared 6 feet 
1% inches, a new mark in the all around class. 
His other winning marks were: 100 yard dash, 
10 8-5; putting 16 pound shot, 44 feet 8% inches; 
120 yards high hurdles, :16 2-4; throwing 56 pound 
weight, 26 feet 2 inches; running broad jump, 23 
feet 3 inches, and one mile run, 5:26. © 


FINNISH RUNNER IN AMERICA. 


Hannes Kohlemainen, Olympic Victor, 
Arrives in Steerage and Is Detained 
at Ellis Island. 


New York, Sept. 2.—[{Special.]}—Hannes Kohle- 
malnen, the long distance runner who won the 
10,000 meter race at the Olympic games in Steeb 
holm, arrived in Manhattan today after spending 
the night at Ellis trland.

With favorable weather the crop in the 
Canadian provinces will be at least as large 
as last year, according to recent reports, and 
of much better quality. With good weather 
harvesting there wil) become general this 
week. but a continuation of the rainy 
weather would seriously retard operations. 
Last year there waee great deterioration in 
quality of the Canadian crop, both as the re- 
suit of frost and of wet weather during 


harvest. 


Corn Reports Favorable. 


Reports in retard to the corn crop were favorable. 
The warmer weather has helped materially in 
forcing the efop along, and in many sections the 
corn has attained a seasonable growth. That 
there fe much late corn ie not denied, but the ges- 


leral condition of the crop is suggestive of a ‘big 


yield. Farmers have not been at all free tn selling 
old corn, however, and many in the trade believe 
the supply beck on the farms is but little more 
than enough for home consumption. 

The southwest is credited with a fair crop of corn, 
which will be large enough to supply home needs. 
Last year the urgent feeding demand from the 
southwest was a big factor In diverting corn from 
the usual merchandising channels and causing de- 
cided strength in the cash markets of the country. 


Bumper Crops Are Factor. 


This year all other crops are of bumper propor- 
tions and the feeding mand is likely to be much 
ma ller in consequence. In few years has pastur- 
age generally been better than at present. while 
the abundance of forage crops makes the corn 
situation much less bullish. In nearby futures of 
corn. however. congestion lo probable owing to 
the lack of Uderal supplies ef old corn. 

Small deliveries of graing are expected today. 
There is practically no corn to be delivered and 
Wheat stocks are not heavy, ei\lmimating the grain 
already sold for shipment. While oats delivertes 
may be heavy a little later on in the month, no large 
Geliveries are expected today. 

Enormous receipts of wheat are expected north- 
West from now on and the majority of traders 
are paying More attention to the spring wheat sit- 
uation than to the shortage in red winter wheat or 
to the apparently firm foreigh situation. 


Foreign Markets Firm. 


Rollin E. Pmith of the Commercial West says:

There have been persistent advanes — the 
large im ing countries of western Europe due 
to the normally wet weather that has swept 
the countries with intermittent severity and threat- 
ens to work bavoc in the United Kingdom.

Westerm Europe will need to make large im- 
ports this season of good dry wheat, and there will 
be losses in harvest results on aceount of the wet 
weather, thereby increasing the international de- 
mand for wheat, and while 
to Russia and Canada for cheaper supplies later 
» the outcome of the crop and the 
conditions prevailing in the great deficiency of Fu- 
hope, there should be a broad commerctal demand 
for wheat that would be to the advantage of the 


seller.
